Complaint  termed  diversion  from  real  GSS  case 

Likud  MKs  want  police 
probe  of  Zamir  ‘leaks’

In  a  fresh  twist  to  the  General 
Security  Service  affair,  two 
Likud  MKs  complained  to  the 
police  and  to  Attorney-General 
Yosef  Harish  yesterday  that  for¬ 
mer  artorney-ge'neral  Yitzhak 
7amir  had  violated  the  penal 
code  by  leaking  secret  informa¬ 
tion  to  the  media. 

Meanwhile.  Harish  indicated 
that  he  might  not  order  any  in¬ 
vestigation  of  the  allegations 
against  the  head  of  the  GSS  and 
hu  aides,  who  are  said  to  have 
killed  two  captured  Arab  terror¬ 
ist  suspects  in  19S4  and  to  have 
subsequently  organized  a  sys¬ 
tematic  cover-up. 

Zamir  yesterday  described  the 
Likud  MKs'  complaints  as  a  “diver- 
sionaiy"  tactic  aimed  at  shifting  the 
focus  of  public  interest  from  the  GSS 
to  himself.  won't  play  their  game, 
f  won't  argue  with  them,"  Zamir 
said,  adding  that  there  was  no  basis 


for  the  “excitement"  surrounding 
the  MKs*  complaints. 

MK  Michael  Eitan  and  a  group  of 
12  lawyeis  yesterday  filed  a  criminal 
complaint  against  Zamir  at  Jeru¬ 
salem  police  headquarters,  arguing 
that  he  had  violated  Article  117  c? 
the  penal  code  by  publishing  in¬ 
formation  on  the  GSS  affair  which 
he  had  garnered  in  the  course  of  his 
duties.

MK  Ehud  Olmert,  in  a  formal 
complaint  to  Harish.  said  that  Zamir 
bad  published  “secret  details...  con¬ 
cerning  his  contacts  with  Yitzhak 
Shamir  and  ...Shimon  Peres." 
Olmert  alleged  that  Zamir  had  also 
given  reporters  “misleading  in¬ 
formation"  by  saying  that  GSS  chief 
Avraham  Shalom  had  ordered  the 
execution  of  the  two  captured  terror¬ 
ists  and  that  “several  GSS  men  had 
lynched  them." 

Eitan's  and  Olmert's  complaints

Zamir  said  that  e\'erythine  he  had 
told  the  reporters  “had  been  pub¬ 
lished  before,  save  for  a  few  anec¬ 
dotes.  The  fact  is  that  the  military' 
censor  passed  everything  published. 
There  were  no  secrets  involved,  but 
obviously  some  of  the  things  1  said 
have  caused  discomfort  to  some  peo¬ 
ple."  Some  of  the  .statements  attri¬ 
buted  to  him  were  inaccurate, 
be  said. 

In  a  formal  statement  of  rebuttal 
of  Olmert's  charges.  Zamir  said  that 
no  damage  had  been  done  to  the 
state  by  anything  he  had  said  at  the 
reception.  However,  the  GSS  affair 
raises  serious  questions  of  princi¬ 
ple...  and  the  public  has  the  ri^t  to 
know,  indeed,  musi  know  the  main 
facts  concerning  (the  affair)." 

Harish  said  yesterday  that  “there 
will  be  no  whitewash  of  the  affair."

Shahal  argues  in  legal  brief: 

Harish  can’t  halt  police  action

The  complaint  is 
against  foe  head  of  foe  General 
Security  Service  and  oonoems  the 
alleged  cover-up  of  the  killmg  of  two 
captured  Arab  terrorists  by  foe  GSS 
in  1984. 

The  paper  has  been  submitted  to 
-Hatifo  and  to  Prime  Minister  Shi¬ 
mon  Peres. 

According  to  foe  six-page  paper, 
entitled  “Investigating  Team."  once 


foe  attorney-general  has  ordered  foe 
police  to  investigate  a  serious  crime, 
“that  instruction  is  irreversible... 
(and)  has  set  in  motion  an  irreversi¬ 
ble  process  (as  when  a  complainant 
withdraws  a  complaint,  it  does  not 
cause  a  cessation  of  the  police  inves¬ 
tigation)."  The  obligation  of  the 
police  to  continue  foe  investigation 
is  not  cancelled  or  superseded  “even 
if  foe  attorney-general  requests  that 
his  instruction  be  reversed." 

Shahal  asserts  foat  foe  police,  and 
foe  police  alone,  are  able  by  law  to 
•  investigate  serious  crimes  -  and  foe 
crimes  alleged  to  have  been  commit¬ 
ted  by  foe  GSS  diiefs  are  serious 
crimes.  Such  crimes,  adds  Shahal.  by 
-law  "roost  be  investigated"  by  foe

He  inristed  foat  foe  three  Israeli 
officials  '  Rafael  EHan,  foe  veteran 
mteUigence  operative  who  was  in 
charge  of  foe  Pollard  operation; 
Yosef  Yagnr.  foe  sdence  attacite  at 
foe  Israeli  Consulate  in  New  York 


who  served  as  Pollard's  “handler"; 
and  Irit  Erb,  a  secret^  at  the  Israeli 
Embassy  in  Washington  -  bad 
violated  ^raelx  government  policy 
and  bad  been  “punished”  as  a  result. 

"You  don’t  try  people  twice."  he 
said  when  asked  whe^r  tte  three 
would  again  be  questioned  in  con¬ 
nection  with  foe  case.  '*We  have 
punished  them.  They  were  fired 
from  their  jobs." 

Moda'i  said  foat  it  was  ap  to  the 
chief  of  general  staff  to  determine 
whether  to  punish  the  fourth  Israeli 
offidal  named  in  foe  U.S.  District 
Court's  indictment  of  Pollard  -  Brig. 
Cew.  Aviam  SeUa,  who  was  Pol¬ 
lard’s  first  contact . 


The  justice  minister  said  that  the 
Israeli  government  would  have  oo 
objections  if  SeUa  -  like  foe  other 
Israeli  officials  implicated  in  the  case 
-  agreed  to  be  questioned  by  the 
U.S.  investigators.  But  so  far,  he 
said,  foe  U.S.  has  not  sought  to 
interview  SeUa. 

Moda'i  said  he  was  not  sure  that 
the  Israeli  government  knew  of  Sel- 
la's  early  role  in  the  PoUard  opera¬ 
tion  when  foe  team  of  American 
investigators  first  came  to  Israel  last 
December.  He  said  that  Sella  had 
been  a  student  in  New  York  in  1984 
and  had  “volunteered"  his  services 
to  Eitan's  special  intelli^nce  unit 
while  on  leave  from  the  air  force.

Rabin:  Road  being  rebuilt 


Post  Defence  ReptHta* 
Blaming  mainly  the  dangerous 
Ma'aleb  Ephraim  road  for  die  acci¬ 
dent  that  claimed  three  soldiers' 
lives  on  Monday,  Defence  Minister 
Rabin  said  yesteiriay  that  his  minis¬ 
try  had  allocated  $2.S  million  to 
rebuild  it. 

The  three  soldiers  were  buried 
yesterday.  Raviv  Set.  20,  of  Kibbutz 
Vagur.  and  Neil  Ben-Atar,  19,  of 
Kibbutz  Kfar  Haoassi.  were  laid  to 
rest  in  their  kibbutz  cemeteries.  Yif- 
tab  Ophir,  20,  of  Moshav  Kidron, 
was  buried  at  the  Ramat  Yohanan 
cemetery. 

Monday's  accident  brought  to  13

1974  on  the  same  stretch  of  the  steep 
winding  road  ^m  the  settlement  of 
Ma'aleb  Ephraim  to  the  Jordan  Rift 
junction  north  of  Jericho. 

^bin  said  there  were  no  budget¬ 
ary  limitations  to  the  work  now  in 
progress  to  make  the  road  safer.

Peres  muffles  ministers 

Post  Political  Repo^r 
TEL  AVIV.  -  Prime  Minister  Peres  has  decided  to  reintroduce  a  cabinet 
practice  that  dates  to  the  days  of  the  late  prenuer  Golda  Meir. 

At  last  Sunday's  cabinet  meeting,  Peres  informed  the  ministers  that  be 
would  not  allow  debate  on  any  question  raised  by  a  minister  if  the  media  had 
previously  been  informed  tiiat  the  question  would  be  raised.  Such  a  stricture 
was  previously  imposed  by  Meir. 

Peres's  announcement  came  in  the  wake  of  a  question  by  Economics 
Minister  Gad  Ya'acobi  regarding  Israel's  position  on  the  state  of  emergency 
in  South  Africa.  The  m^a  had  been  informed  the  previous  night  that 
Ya'acobi  intended  raising  tibe  question  in  the  cabinet. 

In  the  event,  Peres  refused  to  allow  a  debate  on  South  Africa  and 
contented  himself  with  a  statement  by  Foreign  Minister  Shamir.  Contrary  to 
77ie  Jerusalem  Posts  report  yesten^y,  the  question  of  closing  the  Israeli 
embassy  for  one  day  did  not  arise,  and  neither  Mlnister-without-PortfoIio 
Mosfae  Arens  nor  any  other  minister  expressed  an  opinion. 

Tlie  decision  to  close  the  embassy  on  Monday,  the  10th  anniversary  of  the 
Soweto  uprising,  was  apparently  taken  in  the  Foreign  ^nistry. 


Arab  power  firm  wins  High  Court  order

The  near-bankrupt  Jerusalem 
District  Electric  Company  won  a 
preliminary  victory  yester^y  in  its 
battle  to  lower  the  price  of  the  elec¬ 
tricity  it  buys  iirom  Uie  Israel  Electric 
Corporation.  The  High  Court  of 
Justice  issued  an  order  requiring 
Eneigy  Minister  Moshe  Shahal  to 
show  cause  within  75  days  why  be 
should  not  reduce  the  price  of  elec¬ 
tricity  to  the  East  Jerusalem  com¬ 
pany,  to  ensure  it  an  adequate  profit. 

The  JDEC.  which  buys  about  95 
per  cent  of  its  power  frDm  the  lEC 
had  applied  to  the  High  Court  to 
lower  the  purchase  price,  which,  it 
argued,  was  causing  it  losses  and 
sending  it  deeper  into  debt.  The 


JDEC  owes  the  lEC  some  $18  mil- 
UoD.  (The  remaining  five  per  cent  of 
the  electricity  is  generated  by  the 
company  itself.} 

"It's  a  very  encouraging  step,  and 
I  hope  that  now  we  will  get  a  fair 
deal,"  said  JDEC  chairman  of  the 
board  Anwar  Nusseibeh. 

The  JDEC  has  barged  chat  brael 
is  trying  to  hamper  its  op^ations  to 
pressure  it  into  ^vlng  up  its  conces¬ 
sion,  particularly  to  supply  power  to 
Jewish  neighbourhood  and  settle¬ 
ments  across  ±e  Green  Line.

journaUsts.  Al  Quds,  widely  consi¬ 
dered  a  pro-Jordanian  paper,  was 
thought  to  have  been  included  in  the 
boycott  because  it  had  supported  the 
PLO  after  Jordan's  break  «itb  the 
oiganizatioa  earlier  this  year. 

The  Jordanian  denial  followed  a 
repon  late  last  week  in  East  Jeru¬ 
salem’s  Al  Fajr  that  34  editors  and 
reporters  from  the  territories  faced 
pc^ible  arrest  and  trial  if  they  en¬ 
tered  Jordan.

New  Phalangist  leader: 
an  experienced  mediator 


BEIRUT  (Reuter).  -  George 
Saadeh  takes  office  as  president  of 
Lebanon's  larg^  Christian  party, 
the  Phalange,  with  a  reputation  as  a 
moderate  among  right-wing  Christ¬ 
ians  who  have  fought  an  1  i-year  dvil 
war  against  Moslems. 

A  parliamentarian  and  former 
cabinet  minister,  Saadeh,  56,  defe¬ 
at^  current  president  EUe  Karameb 
Monday  in  the  paramititazy  orga¬ 
nization's  first  contested  poll  for  the 
leadership  position. 

Political  analysts  said  the  victory 
was  a  boost  for  reforming  "young 
hawks"  eager  for  a  bigger  say  in  a 
party  long  seen  as  the  personal  fief  of 
national  president  Amin  Jemayel. 
They  backed  Saadeh  against 
Karameh.  a  close  Jemayel  assodate. 

Referring  to  sph'ts  in  the  mainly 
Maronite  Christian  party.  Saadeh 
said  in  a  victory  speech:  "The  party 
will  overcome  tlus  stage  as  it  has 
done  others  in  the  past." 

Bom  in  1930  in  Batroun.  north  of 
Beirut,  Saadeh  joined  the  Phalange 


when  be  was  15  and  quickly  became 
a  leading  offidal,  representing  the 
party  in  local  and  national  affairs. 

A  Maronite,  he  worked  as  a  senior 
Education  Mi^try  ofSdal  before 
winning  a  parliamentary  seat  on  the 
I^alan^  ticket.  He  was  appoint^ 
planning  minister  in  1972  and  public 
works  minister  two  years  later. 

He  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  life¬ 
long  Phalange  president  Pierre 
Jemayel.  who  founded  the  party  in 
1936  after  visiting  youth  groups  in 
Nazi  Germany  which  impressed  him 
with  their  organization  and  dvic 
ardour. 

Saadeh  has  a  reputation  as  a 
mediator  in  internal  party  disputes 
and  enjoys  good  relations  with  both 
Jemayel  and  Christian  “LebaneM 
Forces”  militia  leader  Samir  Jeajea. 
the  leader  of  the  reformists. 

Speaking  to  reporters  after  calling 
on  Saadeh  to  congratulate  him.  Jea¬ 
jea  said  that  from  now  on  there 
would  be  DO  difference  between  the 
militia  and  the  Phalange.

Education  official  ui^es  new  ‘b^rut’

A  new  look  bagna,  emphasizing 
learning  rather  than  simply  cram¬ 
ming  for  exams,  is  being  urged  by  a 
senior  Education  Ministry  offidal. 

As  thousands  of  high  school  pupils 
sweated  over  their  books  yesterday, 
in  the  midst  of  the  dreaded  bqgrur 
(matriculation)  season,  he  said,  "We 
need  to  find  a  different  way  to  evalu¬ 
ate  students." 

David  Pur,  head  of  the  Ministry's 
pedagogical  secretariat,  pressed  his 
case  at  a  study  day  on  the  bagrut 
organized  by  the  Knesset  Education 
and  Cultural  Committee. 

Afterwards  he  said:  “We  consi¬ 
dered  three  suggestions  -  to  con¬ 
tinue  as  we  are;  to  abolish  the  bagrui 
-  which  nobody,  not  teachers,  not 
the  sdiools  and  not  the  universities. 


supported  -  or  to  reshape  the 
exam.*’ 

Pur  said  he  wanted  to  develop  a 
different  evaluation  system  ba^ 
“not  on  the  needs  and  demands  of 
the  universities  but  on  the  needs  of 
the  schools  and  their  pupils." 

He  said  that  the  present  fear-filled 
atmosphere  of  selection  should  be 
replaced  by  one  of  learning  and 
education. 

Under  today's  system,  with  its 
high  level  of  stress  on  the  students, 
only  up  to  a  quarter  of  those  taking 
-  the  bagrut  are  deemed  to  have  "pas¬ 
sed.”  he  said. 

'“This  means  that  we  are  imposing 
the  educational  needs  and  aims  of  20 
to  25  per  cent  of  pupils  on  everyone, 
and  that  is  simply  unjust,"  Pur  said. 

“Our  curriculum,  our  way  of 


teadiing  and  our  school  life  is  heavi¬ 
ly  influenced  by  these  exams.  Pas¬ 
sing  the  bagrut  becomes  the  main 
motivation  for  learning." 

Pur  said  teachers  often  support 
the  bagrut  because  “it  gives  them  the 
power  to  force  pupils  to  study."  He 
continued:  "Our  schools  are  too 
bagrut  -minded  and  I  believe  this  is  a 
bad  thing.  We  have  to  educate  our 
children,  not  just  push  them  through 
exams.  Learning  must  be  seen  to 
have  a  value  of  its  own. " 

Pur  declined  to  describe  his  "new'' 
matriculation  system  in  detail.  But 
he  said  it  would  have  to  be  intro¬ 
duced  gradually. 

"I  would  ne^  between  lU  and  20 
school  prindpals  to  agree  to  go  along 
with  it  as  an  experiment.  Then  we 
would  see  the  difterence.

(Coatiaaed  from  Page  One) 
possibility,  the  law  allows  ministers 
to  set  up  a  va'adat  birur  (investiga¬ 
tive  committee)  to  probe  into  a  given 
affair  within  their  ministerial  juris¬ 
diction.  But  two  such  probes  have 
already  taken  place  in  the  GSS 
affair,  says  Sbatol  -  the  Zorea  and 
Blattman  inquiries.  “AVhat  would  be 
the  point  of  setting  up  a  third  such 
committee?"  he  asks.  Moreover,  he 
argues,  investigating  suspidon  of  the 
commission  of  serious  crimes  is  not 
tantamount  to  “probing  a  matter 
within  the  jurisdiction  (of  a  minis¬ 
ter).''  as  allowed  by  the  law,  says 
Shahal. 

Such  an  internal  committee,  adds 
Shahal.  has  no  rights  by  law  to 
“investigate"  or  to  order  witnesses 
to  give  evidence. 

Shahal  concludes  by  saying  that 
the  law  allows  only  two  options  in 
the  GSS  affair  -  an  investigation  by 
Che  police  (as  already  ordered  by 
Zamir)  or  an  investigation  by  a  judd- 


dal  commission  of  inquiry  in  line 
with  Che  Commissions  of  Inquiry 
Uw  1968. 

Shahal  tends  to  believe  that  a 
commissioD  of  inquiry  would  be  a 
more  suitable  instrument  of  inves¬ 
tigation  in  die  present  case  as,  unlike 
the  police,  it  is  able  to  draw  not  only 
"personal  concludons"  but  also  to 
"make  recommendations  on  matters 
of  prindple,  or  regulations  to  guide 
future  behaviour." 

However,  Shahal  says  that  an  in¬ 
vestigation  by  a  commission  of  in¬ 
quiry  cannot  replace  a  police  inves¬ 
tigation;  it  can  c^y  delay  it. 

Shahal  condudes  by  asertmg  that 
the  law  compels  the  ^vernmem  to 
allow  the  police  to  continue  its  inves¬ 
tigation.  It  can  also  appoint  a  com¬ 
mission  of  inqu^  and  suspend  the 
police  investi^tioQ.  pendiiig  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  inquiry  commission,  but 
the  suspension  can  only  be  tempor¬ 
ary.

Daring  Danes  out  for  revenge 


QUERETARO  (AFP).  -  Preben 
Elkiaer  will  be  hungry  for  revenge 
here  tonight  as  Denmark  bid  to 
reach  the  World  Cup  quarter-finals 
at  the  expense  of  Spain.

Tlic  Hebrew  University  of  Jeru¬ 
salem  is  threatened  by  its  worst 
financial  crisis  for  years,  the  unj- 
versity's  governors  heard  yesterday 
at  their  annual  meeting. 

They  were  told  that  the  deficit 
stood  at  an  unprecedented  NIS  27 
million  at  the  end  of  September,  and 
that  urgent  steps  were  needed  to 
ensure  the  institution's  survival. 

The  220  governors  from  14  coun¬ 
tries  appealed  to  the  government  to 
restore  support  for  the  uniwreity  to 
previous  levels,  saving  it  had  been 
cut  drastically  in  recent  years. 


They  also  appealed  to  Friends  of 
the  University  around  the  world  to 
laundi  spedal  fund-raising  drives.  ■ 

Shaipmticism  of  the  ^vemment 
came  from  the  university's  presi¬ 
dent,  Prof.  Don  Patinkin. 

‘The  book  and  the  sword  are 
proverbially  linked,"  he  said.  ‘'Both 
are  necessary  for  the  survival  of  this 
nation.  But  hasn't  the  government 
allocated  its  resources  disprop¬ 
ortionately  by  cutting  back  on  the 
book  -  education  -  in  favour  of  the 
sword  -  military  strength? 

"The  damage  to  the  book  endan¬ 
gers  the  fabnc  of  our  society,  the 
level  of  our  human  capital,  our 


trained  manpower,  the  level  of  our 
science  and  technology  and  there¬ 
fore  our  military  strength  and  our 
very  existence.  We  are  below  the  red 
line." 

Padnkin  said  the  university  was  at 
a  “critical  juncture”  and  means  had 
to  be  found  to  assure  its  survival.  It 
foced  unprecedented  difficulties 
which  could  only  be  overcome  by  an 
injection  of  frinds  from  the  govern¬ 
ment. 

The  board  decided  that  a  specif 
emergency  session  would  be  held  in 
about  two  months,  and  set  up  a 
committee ,  headed  by  an  accoun¬ 
tant,  Dan  Bavly.  to  consider  ways  of 
overcoming  the  crisis. 


Children’s  aspirin  to  stay  on  market

There  is  no  reason  to  withdraw 
children's  aspirin  from  the  Israeli 
market,  provided  that  doctors  dis¬ 
pense  it  only  in  appropriate  ca»s, 
accordine  to  Prof.  Serem  Freier. 
chief  pe'diatrician  at  Jerusalem  s 
Shaare  Zedek  Hospital. 

Freier  was  commenting  on  a  dea¬ 
con  announced  last  week  in  London 
that  British  drug  companies  had 
totally  withdrawn  children's  aspinn 
from  the  market  because  of  a  possi¬ 
ble  link  between  the  drug  and  a  rare, 
and  often  fatal,  disease  called  Reye's 
Syndrome. 

Since  November  1985,  after  warn¬ 
ings  by  the  U.S.  Food  and  Drug 
Administration,  the  sale  of  chil¬ 
dren’s  aspirin  has  been  by  doctor’s 
prescription  only,  according  to  Sara 


Kamhin,  director  of  pharmaceutical 
control  at  the  Health  I^nistry. 

Freier  said  that  there  was  circum¬ 
stantial  evidence  that  the  incidence 
of  Reye's  Syndrome  was  higher 
among  children  who  took  aspirin 
than  among  those  who  did  not,  and 
that  a  reduction  in  the  use  of  aspirin 
in  recent  years  had  led  to  a  reduction 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  Reye’s. 

Doctors  should  not  prescribe  the 
drug  to  children  sunering  from 
chickenpox  and  influenza,  he  said. 

Three  types  of  children’s  aspirin 
are  available  in  Israel,  of  which  only 
one  -  Saspril  -  is  produced  locally. 

A  spokeswoman  for  Teva  Phar¬ 
maceuticals,  manufocturers  or  Sas¬ 
pril  .  said  that  the  company  abided  by 
Health  Ministry  regulations  and  that 
the  British  decision  did  not  neces¬ 


sarily  have  implications  for  Israel. 
But  she  also  said  that  Teva  resear¬ 
chers  were  looking  into  the  issue  as  a 
result  of  the  British  dedsion. 

Aspirin  for  adults  is  sold  here  over 
the  counter  although  the  Health 
Ministry  attaches  warnings  against 
giving  the  drug  to  those  under  the 
age  of  20. 

Reye's  Syndrome  occurs  in  Bri¬ 
tain  at  a  rate  of  5  cases  per  million 
people.

Liberia  has  not  requested  Israeli 
aims  or  military  help.  ‘*You  have  a 
threat  from  your  nei^bours,  and  we 
would  not  lUce  to  deprive 'you  of 
these  resources,”  visiting  Liberian 
Foreign  Nfinister  J.  Bernard  Blamo 
said  in  Jerusalem  yesteiday. 

But  Israeli  eoqperts  have  recently 
conducted  seminars  in  Monrovia  on 
how  to  deal  with  terrorists,  Blamo 
revealed,  referring  to  the  newly  in¬ 
stituted  bilateral  “cooperation"  in 
combating  terrorism. 

Blamo,  'Who  is  a  former  president 
of  the  University  of  Liberia  and 
minister  of  education,  was 
^)pomted  foreign  minister  last  Janu¬ 
ary.  He  said  that  his  country  has 
“consisteatly  opposed  state  terror¬ 
ism"  since  it  believes  that  “violence 
never  solves  problems." 

Discussing  Gaddafi-sponsored 
terrorism  and  the  recent  U.S.  raids 
on  Libya,  Blamo  declined  to  define 
Libya  as  “a  threat  to  Liberia."  But 
he  pointed  out  that  Liberia  is  “a 
long-time  ally  of  the  U.S."  and  that 
it  might  become  the  secondary  vic¬ 
tim  of  anti-U.S.  teirorists  in  search 
of  an  easy  taiget. 

He  also  speculated  that  the  U.S. 
raids  might  not  have  achieved  their 
purpose,  as  there  were  various  ter¬ 
rorist  groups  who  could  continue  to 
operate,  saying  that  they  were  acting 
in  Libya’s  name.  \ 

As  to  the  PLO,  Blamo  said  that  u 
the  '^t  nuniiiMOutr  countries 
tended  to  regafd;the  organization!

IDF  report  on  Lebanon 


Syria’s  failures  outweigh  its  successes

Syria’s  adiievements  in  Lebanon  are  not  commensu¬ 
rate  with  its  investment.  From  Damascus’s  point  of  view, 
its  frulures  there  since  1975  have  been  far  greater  than 
any  of  hs  successes.  That  is  the  main  conclusion  of  a 
recently  published  paper,  “Syrian  Involvement  p  Leba¬ 
non  (1975-19^)’’  by  Aluf-Mishne  Reuven  Ari-Ran, 
refea^  by  IDFs  publishii^  house,  Maarachot. 

Aocorduig  to  the  Israeli  assessment,  Syria  has  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  weakening  local  Lebanese  forces,  but  there  has 
been  no  Lebanese  surrender  to  Damascus’s  dictate.  To 
adiieve  such  submission,  the  Syrians  will  have  to  invest 
considerable  energy  mid  time. 

The  paper  points  out  that  none  of  Syria’s  agreements 
with  Lebanon  since  1975  have  held.  Moreover,  Damas¬ 
cus's  attempts  to  prevent  the  effective  partition  of 


Lebanon  have  also  fruled,  dthoiigfr  -"A  reiinzt^  Leba¬ 
non”  had  been  Syria's  slogan  whmi  it  entered  diat 
country  in  1975. 

Although  Syria  has  successfully  e^blished  a  miUtary 
presence  in  many  areas  of  Lebanon,  and  dms  fulfilled  a 
long-nurtured  aspiration,  thathas  only  been  adiieved  at 
vast  expense  and  it  represents  aconstantsecim^ri^.  .. 

According  to  Avi-Ran’s  pap^,  one  of  the  main  gams 
of  Syria’s  Lebanese  ,  adventure  has  been  ffie  enhance- 
ment  of  its  military  potential  against  Imel. ' 

One  of  the  pa|^s  chapt^  deals  witii  Syria’s  use  of

Latvian  Nazi  faces  deportation  from  U.S. 


WASHINGTON.  -  The  Supreme 
Court  on  Monday  cleared  the  way 
for  the  deportation  of  a  New  York 
City  man  who  faces  execution  in  the 
Soviet  Union  for  bis  alleged  role  in 
Nazi  war  crimes. 

The  justices,  without  comment, 
rejected  an  appeal  by  Boleslavs 
Mmkovsids,  82,  a  Latvian  diief  of 
police  during  the  German  occupa¬ 
tion  who  has  been  charged  in  Russia 
with  ordering  the  destruction  of  a 
village  in  his  native  province  in  1941. 

Maikovskis  said  he  was  foDomng 
the  orders  of  his  German  supwois 
and  had  no  cboioe  in  the  burning  of 
the  village  of  Audrini. 

He  admitt^  ordering  the  mass 
arrest  of  all  villagers  and  the  burning 
of  Audrini  after  Soviet  sympathizers 
had  killed  two  Latvian  police  offio 
ers.  but  denied  partidpating  in  the 
subsequent  murder  of  as  many  as  3(X) 
villagers.

Japan  entering  recession 
as  economy  grinds  to  halt 


TOKYO  (Reuter).  -  Japan  is  enter¬ 
ing  a  recesion  as  a  stronger  yen  and 
slower  growth  abroad  bnng  its  once 
brisk  eranomy  to  a  virtual  halt. 

“The  picture  of  the  current  eco¬ 
nomy  as  a  w'hole  is  that  of  a  typical 
recession,"  said  as  economist  for  the 
Long  Term  Credit  Bank  of  Japan. 
“Industrial  production  has  been 
stow  w'ith  a  tendency  to  fell  since  last 
year,  and  shipments  have  bepn  on  a 
downtrend.'* 

The  first  clear  evidence  of  the 
slowdown  is  expected  to  surface  la¬ 
ter  this  month,  when  the  govern¬ 
ment  releases  figures  for  first  quarter 
gross  national  product  ~  the  total 
output  of  goods  and  services  in  the 
economy  Many  tinkers  expect  the 
data  to  show  Utile  or  no  economic 
growth  in  the  first  three;  months  of 
the  year,  with  some  ewo  forecasting 
a  drop  in  output. 

The  news  is  likely  to  strengthen 
the  position  of  poUtlcai  opponents  of 
Prime  Minister  Yasuhiro  Nakasone, 
who  are  urging  an  about-face  in  the 
gnvemment's  tight  e«>nomic  policy 

Economists  say  the  strong  yen  is 
now  cutting  exports  by  forcing  up  the 
price  of  Japanese  goods  abroad  at  a 
time  when  top  overseas  markets, 
SLvh  a.x  the  U.S.  and  China,  are 
looking  weaker. 

But  a  Japanese  recession  is  like  no 
other,  economists  say.  The  U.S.,  for 
example,  defines  a  recession  as  two 
L*i>nsectjtive  quaiteis  of  falling  out¬ 
put.  In  Japan,  that  definition  doesn't 
apply,  since  the  economy  here  rarely 
slows  dow'n .  much  less  f^ls.  “We  are 
f  riierine  a  growih  rec^ion."  Sumi- 
icmo  Bank's  Chief  Economist  Masa- 
hike  Kotdo  explained. 

“The  economy  has  reached  a  sig¬ 
nificant  chanpng  point,”  he  added. 
“The  major  favors  that  have  led 
Japan's  ^wth  over  the  past  five 
years  are  fading." 

Net  exports  are  tailing,  and  com¬ 
panies  are  cutting  ba^  on  thsir 
capital  spending  plans.

Bank  Hapoalim* 
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Affair  that  won’t  die 

IT  WAS  A  tactical  error  for  Yitzhak  Zamir,  the  former 
attorney-general,  described  as  a  “senior  legal  source,”  to 
assume  that  a  farewell  press  briefing,  though  “off-the-record” 
would  not  immediately  find  its  way  into  the  headlines.  For  the 
subject  -  the  “Shalom  Affair"  -  was  too  hot  and  already  too 
much  in  the  news  for  such  reticence. 

Prof.  Zamir  has  thus  made  himself  an  easy  target  for  his 
critics  and  for  those  anxious  to  assure  the  very  whitewash  in  the 
"Shalom  Affair"  that  he  strpve  so  mightily  to  prevent. 

Prof.  Zamir  is  greatly  -  and  le^timately  -  concerned  that,  by 
removing  him  as  its  gadfly,  the  government  has  greatly 
increased  the  prospects  of  a  whitewash.  True,  Attorney- 
General  Harish  yesterday  assured  the  nation  that  this  would 
not  happen  -  he  would  conclude  his  study  of  the  relevant 
material  by  the  end  of  the  week,  and  then  take  up  his 
recommendations  with  the  prime  minister  and  the  vice  pre¬ 
mier. 

But  Vice  Premier  Yitzhak  Shamir  -  who  was  premier,  and 
thus  minister  in  char^  of  the  General  Security  Service  at  the 
time  of  the  bus  terrorist  killings  two  years  ago  -  made  It  clear  in 
an  address  yesterday  that  he  planned  to  leave  no  stone 
unturned  in  an  effort  to  thwart  anything  but  a  whitewash. 

In  Mr.  Shamir's  book  Arab  terrorists  -  as  distinct  from 
regular  Arab  soldiers  -  captured  by  the  security  forces  may  be 
killed  with  impunity,  for  they  are  not  subject  to  the  laws  of  war. 
This  is  supposed  to  be  standard  GSS  norm.  Tlierefore,  in  his 
view,  responsibility  for  the  bus  killings  should  never  have  been 
an  issue  and  should  never  have  led  to  setting  up  the  Zorea  and 
Blattman  committees.  Since  Mr.  Shamir  would  not  trust  those 
"outside"  investigative  bodies  to  endorae  his  view  of  GSS 
norms,  it  is  no  wonder  that  he  thought,  and  still  thinks,  nothing 
wrong  in  the  fact  that  GSS  chief  Avraham  Shalom  and  fais  aides 
--  as  it  is  alleged  -  systematically  lied  to  and  misled  these  official 
tribunals. 

The  only  conclusion  that  can  be  drawn  is  that  Mr.  Shamir 
himself  endorsed  this  perversion  of  legal  process,  or  was  not 
informed  by  the  GSS.  Both,  horrendous  alternatives. 

But  surely  even  Mr.  Shamir  ought  to  be  disturbed  by  the 
charge  that  the  same  perversion  of  legality  was  perpetrated 
before  an  internal  disciplinary  court  of  the  GSS  chaired  by  a 
district  court  judge.  Surely  that  one  tribunal  could  be  relied 
upon  to  render  a  judgment  duly  framed  by  the  imjjeratives  of 
security,  and  without  in  the  process  spilling  the  beans  about  the 
GSS  modi  operands 

For  if  the  CSS  is  to  be  immune  to  the  discipline  of  even  its 
own  internal  tribunal,  to  whose  judgement  is  it  to  defer?  Is  this 
powerful  secret  state  agency  to  be  reenable  to  no  one  but  its 
head  and  his  political  chief,  the  prime  minister?  And  if  it  is 
permitted  to  he  to  legal  tribunals,  what  is  to  prevent  it  under 
less  scrupulous  direction  to  lie  to  a  prime  minister?  Or  to  be 
misused  by  a  prime  minister? 

These  are  the  real  issues  in  the  “Shalom  affair,”  and  not 
the  killings  as  such. 

For  Israel's  sake,  it  must  be  hoped  that  the  incumbent  GSS 
head  and  his  men  ^Ily  deserve  all  the  kudos  Premier  Shimon 
Peres  and  fwfr.  Shamir,  too.  have  heaped  upon  them  during  the 
past  several  weeks.  The  fact  that  three  former  senior  GSS 
officials  have  expressed  rather  different  views  is  plainly  not 
sufficient  cause  to  jump  to  conclusions.  But  neither  is  it  enough 
to  absolve  him  of  all  guilt  while  casting  his  accusers  usto  outer 
hell  as  foul  conspirators,  which  has  b^n  the  message  beaten 
out  by  the  tom-toms  of  the  inner  cabinet. 

It  should  by  now  have  become  clear  that  the  “Shalom  Affair" 
will  not  be  closed  but  only  continue  festering  without  a  proper 
inquiry  by  a  judicial  committee  sitting  in  camera.  Mr.  Peres  has 
perhaps  resigned  himself  to  the  inevitability  of  such  inquiry;  but 
not  Mr.  Shamir.  To  h^,  it  spells  the  destruction  of  the  G^,  no 
less.  Only  mental  featherweights  who  care  not  a  farthing  about 
Israel's  security -persons,  that  is.  like  Prof.  Zamir- would,  he 
threateningly  suggests,  think  otherwise. 

In  the  same  breath  Mr.  Shamir  forswears  any  idea  of  putting 
pressure  on  Mr.  Harish  to  fall  in  line.  Late  yesterday  the  new 
attorney-general  disclosed  that  he  might  keep  his  decision 
about  tire  manner  of  handling  the  affair  secret.  Prof.  Zamir  now 
has  added  reason  to  be  concerned.  So  do  we  all.

But  im¬ 
posing  the  obligation  of  compliance. 

.  without  the  right  of  review*  on 
'  appeal,  would  violate  basic  notions 
of  fairness. 

Superficially,  the  Libai  proposal 
gives  the  appearance  of  an  effective 
resolution  of  the  conflicting  interests 
involved.  However,  the  effect  of  the 
proposal  would  be  to  confirm  a  role 
for  the  investigating  commission  that 
it  was  never  inteD<ted  to  have  -  that 
of  an  ersatz  court.  Perhaps  this  is 
what  Ben-Curion  had  in  mind,  when 
he  demanded  a  judicial  investigation 
of  the  Lavon  Affair  some  20  years 
ago.  It  was  not  what  the  framers  of 
the  1968  legislation,  under  which  the 
investigatoV  comaiissions  operate. 

had  in  mind. 

Under  the  proposed  law.  as  origi- 
naJly  introduced  in  the  Knesset  by 
then  justice  minister  Haim  Zadok.  a 
commission  of  inquiry  would  have 
no  authority  whatsoever  to  make 
recommendations.  This  was 
changed  in  the  course  of  the  legisla¬ 
tive  process,  largely  at  the  insistence 
of  former  attorney-general  Gideon 
Hausner,  to  give  the  commissions 
the  option  of  presenting  recom- 
mendations.  Unlike  a  suram^'  of  its 
finings,  which  the  commissions  are 
mandat^  to  transmit  in  their  re¬ 
ports.  the  commissions  were  and  are 
under  no  obligation  to  submit  re¬ 
commendations. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  with  re¬ 
gard  to  matters  of  policy  have  always 
been  the  task  of  advisory  commit¬ 
tees,  which  have  operated  in  the 
Israeli  governmental  structure  since 
independence,  without  need  of  the 
law  of  1968.  under  the  general  pow¬ 
ers  of  the  government.  As  long  as  a 
commission  of  inquiry  makes  |wlicy 
recommendations,  it  is  following  a 
well  established  tradition.  However, 
personal  recommendarions  mvolve 
other  problems. 

To  the  extent  that  they  mvolve 
personnel  matters  within  the  author¬ 
ity  of  the  government,  such  as  the 
removal  of  government  officials, 
they  are  within  the  area  of  the  super- 
;  vision  of  the  administrative  fi^- 
tions  of  the  government.  But  when 
they  make  personal  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  a  clearly  penal  character, 
particularly  with*  regard  to  private 
I  individuab.  then  the'  commission  of 
inquiry  crosses  the  line  into  the  judi¬ 
cial  area. 

The  infringement  of  the  judidal 
I  function  by  investigating  commis- 
'  sions  is  not  a  new  problem.  One 
commission  was  appointed  to  probe 
the  arson  of  Al-Aksa  mosque  in 
1969.  shortly  after  the  new  law  had 
gone  into  effect.  The  commission, 
headed  by  Supreme  Coun  Justice 
Yoel  Sussman.  investigated  security 
arrangements,  the  efficiency  of  gov¬ 
ernmental  and  municipal  services  in 
coping  with  the  biaze.  etc.,  but  was 
careful  not  to  enter  the  issue  of  who 
set  the  fire.  The  question  of  personal 
guilt  was  left  to  the  courts,  as  this  was 
clearly  a  judicial  matter,  to  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  ordinary  procedures  of 
criminal  law. 

Again,  a  High  Court  petition 
against  the  investigation  of  the  Arlo* 
soroff  murder  a  b^f-century  ago  was 
dismissed  only  because  time  and 
changing  circumstances  obrnted  the 
possibility  of  affecting  the  court  deci¬ 
sion  of  the  case,  llie  justices,  in  their 
opinions,  expressed  their  concern 
that,  under  normal  circumstances, 
dealing  through  a  commission  of 
inquiry  with  a  matter  within  the 
juaidal  domain  would  be  a  serious 
breach  of  accepted  constitutional 
norms. 

THE  DANGER  of  the  Libai  prop¬ 
osal  is  that  it.  in  effect,  gives  to 


personal  recommendation  of  a  com¬ 
mission  of  mqmry  the  status  of  a 
court  ver^ct.  ri^t  of  appeal 
introduces  an  element  of 
but  it  cannot  change  the  basic  diar- 
acter  of  the  commissions  proce¬ 
dures.  These  are  not  the  ways  courts 
operate.  There  b  not  the  same  status 
.for  tlie  "accused,”  nor  the  same 
guarantees  of  his  fundamental 
rights.  The  “accused”  before  a  com¬ 
mission  of  inquiry  can  be  confronted 
with  evidence  that  would  be  in¬ 
admissible  in  a  court  of  law.  He  is 
informed,  under  the  law,  how  he 
inight  be  harmed  by  the  investiga¬ 
tion;  but  this  is  a  far  ciy  from  the 
expfidt  charges  of  a  criminal  trial. 

The  matter  is  further  complicated 
by  the  bizarre  “Bejski  formula,” 
under  which  the  “accused*'  is 
“punished”  not  in  accordance  with 
the  law  as  it  is  today,  but  as  the 
committee  believes  it  should  be. 
Thus,  if  the  baitk  managers  do  not 
resign,  and  are  not  discharged  by  the 
bank  directorates,  then  the  governor 
of  the  Bank  of  ^el  ^ould  appoint 
a  surro^te  mana^  for  six  months, 
as  he  is  authorized  in  cases  of 
prospective  injury  to  the  bank  from 
the  present  management.  If  that 
doesn’t  work,  then,  says  the  Bejski 
report,  the  law  should  lx  changed  so 
that  its  recommendation  of  lifetime 
suspension  can '  be  implemented. 
Here,  the  “punishment.”  if  not  the 
“crime,”  is  to  be  applied  on  the  basis 
of  the  retroactive  application  of  a 
tew  that  does  not  exist. 

THE  PROBLEM  of  the  Bejski  for¬ 
mula  surteced  in  the  resignation  of 
Moshe  Maodelbaum  as  governor  of 
the  Bank  of  Israel.  Mandelbaum  was 
careful,  in  his  letter  of  reagnation,  to 
specify  that  he  was  resigning  because 
he  was  not  prepared  to  carry  out  the 
policy  of  Che  Treasury.  Thte  is  die 
statutory  provision  regarding  the  re¬ 
quirement  of  tte  governor  to  resign, 
under  the  law  that  created  the  cen¬ 
tral  bank  and  was  framed  to  preserve 
the  independence  of  the  governor. 
Shimon  Peres,  in  accepting  the  res¬ 
ignation.  went  out  of  hu  way  to  state 
that  Mandelbaum  was  reri^iing,  not 
pursuant  to  the  law,  but  pursuant  to 
the  recommendation  of  the  Bejski 
commission.  This  would  make  the 
recommendation  of  the  investigating 
committee  not  only  a  “verdict,"  but 
a  “tew”  as  well. 

The  commission  of  inquiry  would, 
by  ±is  formula,  adiieve  powers  vast¬ 
ly  greater  than  the  Supreme  Court 
itself.  The  justices  of  the  court,  in 
their  judgments,  do  make  recom¬ 
mendations,  from  time  to  time,  that 
laws  be  changed  or  new  laws  initi¬ 
ated.  Sometimes,  but  not  always, 
these  recommendations  are  acted 
upon  by  the  government  and  the 
i^iesset.  But  no  one  has  ever  im¬ 
agined  that  the  recommendations  of 
the  court  with  regard  to  legislation 
are  mandatory,  and  the  court  would 
certainly  never  adjudicate  on  the 
basis  of  its  recommendations.  This, 
in  effect,  is  what  the  Bejski  Commis¬ 
sion  has  done. 

The  effect  of  maJdng  the  personal 
reoominendatioas  of  an  inquiry  com¬ 
mission  maodatory  on  the  govern¬ 
ment  is  inevitably  ro  make  the 
ernment  extremely  wary  of  .  taking 
this  route.  It  is  time  we  stopped  for  a 
moment  and  took  stock  -of  the 
transformation  that  has  occaired 
since  the  tew  on  comnustioos  of 
inquiry  was  enacted  in  1968.  First, 
the  Knesset  added  the  right  (bat  not 
the  duty)  of  the  commission  to  make 
recommendations,  ignoring  the 
strictures  of  former  justice  muiister. 
Zadok  that  the  job  of  suchaconunis- 
sioD  is  to  investigate. 

Then,  former  attorney-general 


ion  that,  in  a  strange  reading  of  the 
word  "recommendation,”  personal 
recommendatfons  of  a  conunission 
of  inquiry  are  binding  on  the  govern¬ 
ment,  unless  it  had  particularly 
strong  reasons  for  non-compKance. 
Lastly,  we  have  an  inqui^  commis¬ 
sion  'determining  essentially  penal 
sanctions,  under  a  law  wbi^  it  re- 
comroenefr  be  enacted.  - 

Tlie  real  danger  here  is  that  the 
commissions  of  inqoiry  will  put 
themselves  out  of  business.  The 
Libai  proposal  does  not  deal  with 
this  probtem.  Instead,  it  coa&nns 
the  process  of  development  that  has 
led  the  oommissioRS  far  afield  from 
their  proper  function.

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^‘OF  THE  making  of  myths  there  is 
no  end.”

**fflytii”  as  something  chat  isn't  true. 

Self-serving  mytlu  of  this  kind, 
pinng  with  several  pious  fictions,  are 
beginning  to  circulate  in  church  cir¬ 
cles  about  what  the  churches  were 
rtning  during  the  Third  Reich  and  tiie 
Holocaust.  In  the  long  haul,  these 
ficiinnal  re-writings  of  historical  tect 
serve  no  good  end. 

Item:  The  rumour  is  being  passed 
in  some  dretes,  and  it  has  even 
appeared  in  print,  that  ti)e  martyr 
Maximilian  Kolbe  saved  the  life  of  a 
Jew,  This  was  not  claimed  at  the  time 
the  pope  praised  Kolbe's  self- 
sacrifice  during  bis  Ausdiwitz  visit, 
There  is  no  evidence  for  it.  Neither  is 
there  a  tree  in  Itolbe's  name  at  Yad 
Vashem. 

At  the  time  Kolbe  was  made  a 
high  profile  figure  by  the  cfauicb  - 
authorities,  some  infonmed -people 
point^  out  that  be  had  earlier  been 
the  editor  of  a  viciously  anti-Semitic 
jorunal  in  Poland.  'Tfre  graeral  coa-‘. 
sensus  of  Jews  and  Cfuistians  was., 
that  this  unpleasant  fact  about  his 
earliCT  life  did  not  diminish  the  nirat 
of  his  act  of  stepping  in  for  the  father 
of  a  family  at  a  roll-rail  for  death.  No 
doubt  the  im^nation  at  work  to 
picture  the  man  he  savedas  a  Jew  is 
prrased  by  the  need  to  have  Kollx  . 
compensate  for  his  earlier  record  of 
anti-Semitism. 

Item:  A  series  of  relected  docn- 
menis  is  beingpuhlishi^m  Germwy 
indicating  some  resistance  to  Nazism 
on  the  part  of  the  dnizcb.  So  far,  ro 
good:  there  was  some  -  not  enoi^, 
but  some.  But  in  the  introduction  to 
the  series  it  is  written  tb^  while  it  is 
true  tiliat  “the  Jews”  suffered  under 
Narism,  “we  Catholics”  rofiered, 
too.  With  a  few  individual  esme^ 
tions,  this  is  frilse  *  a  '‘pious  tie,” 
pertii^,  but  fiction  nevertheless.  . 

Item:  When  Martin  NiemoeUei 
lecturing  across  the- U.S.  after/ 
bis  release  from  eight-and-a-h^ 
years  in  concentration  c^ps  (three-.- 
and-a-balf  in  solitaty  confin^eat) 
he  closed  fais  sennons  on  dozens  of 
occasioas  with  this  personal  warn¬ 
ing:
